In accordance with the Decision on Petition mailed August 27, 2008, this 
is a statement from the below-signed, Tanya Che. I hereby declare that: 


1. I am the Docketing Manager for the Intellectual Property Group of 
CroweU & Moring LLP. 


2. I was employed by CroweU & Moring during the relevant time 
periods discussed in this Petition as either the Docketing Manager 
or Docketing Supervisor for the Intellectual Property Group of 
CroweU & Moring LLP. 


3. On May 20, 2008, 1 was informed by Gayle Morris that a Notice of 
Non-Compliant Amendment had been maUed in the above- 
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identified application on December 5, 2007, but there was no 
corresponding entry in the Crowell & Moring docketing system. 

4. Based on discussions with Gayle Morris, I reviewed the data in our 
docketing system and determined that all Patent Office 
correspondence that was mailed on December 5, 2007, was entered 
into our docketing system on either December 6, 2007 or 
December 7, 2007.

December 5, 2007, was not received by Crowell & Moring.
